The alumni association has been 
cleaning up the grove, located at the 
northeastern corner of campus, for a 
semior picnic and re-dedicaiion sche- 
duled for May 11. Extensive restora 
tion plans, including tree pruning, 
mistletoe eradication, new picnic 
tables, barbeques, and overall 
grounds improvement, are the activi- 
ues happening in the next couple of 
weeks in preparation for the re- 
dedication 


The grove was developed in 1953 
when the newly formed alumni 
organization was looking for a lun- 
cheon spot and thought the area 
would not only do for the day, but as a 
permanent picnic spot also. Five- 


thousand work hours later, the 
alumm had cleared and leveled the 
area of brush, planted lawn and 
shrubbery, erected stairways and 
barbeque pits, and placed drinkin 
fountains and picnic tables in aes- 
thetic and strategic positions. Two 
signs indicating the location of 
Alumni Grove were erected at the top 
of the stairs bordering the campus, 
and on the river shelf close to the bike 
trail 


Since the grove’s completion the 
alummi have paid one of the campu: 
fraternities (0 maintain the area over 
the summer months while the college 
maintains responsibility for the use of 
the grove for special parties and 
events. However, over the years the 
grove fell into a “state of disrepair,” 
Saud Steve Black of University Affairs, 
and the alumni wanted to polish it up 
as a daily reminder to the ~ollege and 
its students, of the activity and interest 
of the alumni at CSUS
